Dear  Mr.  President, 

V*lien  I  accepted  the  chair  of  Chemical  Pathology 
in  this  University^  it  was  a  consideration  which  weighed  a  good 
with  me^  that  by  so  doing  I  should  come  again  under  the  operation 
of  the  pension  scheme  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation.  I  first  became 
a  beneficiary  of  that  scheme  over  six  years  ago  on  my  appointment 
as  Assistant  Professor  of  Biochemistry  at  Cornell  University  in 
October  1908,  and  I  am  in  hopes  that,  despite  my  recent  short 
absence  from  an  academic  position  ,  the  trustees  of  the  Foundation 
will  continue  to  date  my  claim  from  that  period.  In  regard  to 
this  point  I  am  hoxvever  in  some  uncertainty,  and  I  should  take  it 
as  a  favor  if  you  could  inform  me,  or  ascertain  for  me,  what  is  my 
precise  status  in  this  respect. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  on  taking  up  the  work  upon 
which  I  engaged  for  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service,  I  did  not 
immediately  resign  my  position  at  Cornell.  The  arrangement  v;as 
that  the  university  granted  me  leave  of  absence  v/ithout  pay,  and 
it  was  only  in  the  month  of  January,  after  I  had  decided  to  come  to 
Toronto,  that  an  actual  resignation  was  offered  and  accepted. 
Although,  therefore,  actually  I  ceased  to  teach  at  Cornell  in  June, 
technically  I  continued  to  be  a  member  of  the  Faculty  there  till 
within  a  few  weeks  of  ray  arrival  at  Toronto. 

I  trust  you  will  pardon  me  troubling  you  about  such 

a  personal  matter.
